For it is thanke-· worthy, if a man for conſcience toward 
GOD endureth griefe, and ſuffer wrong undeſerved : for what praiſe 
is it, when ye be beaten for your faults, if ye take ir patiently ? but when 
yeedoe well, if then you ſuffer wrong, and take it patiently, then is there 
cauſe to have thanke of GOD, for to verily were yecalled : for 
ſo did Chritt ſuffer for us, leaving us an example, that wee ſhould follow 
his ſteps, All thele be the very woꝛds of S. Peter. Only David alſotea- 
cheth us a good leon in this bebalfe, who was many times moſt cruelly, V, 
and won of Ring Saul, and many times alſo put in jeo ** 
pardy, and danger of bis life by King Saul, and his people , yet be neyther 
withCood, neither uſed any fozce oz violence againg Saul his moztall 
and deadly enemy, but did eber tu bis liege Lozd any r Ring Saul 
mod true, mol} duligent, and moi | ſervice: Jnſomuch rbat when 
the Led GOD bad given vl into Davids hands in bis owne 
Cave, be wouldnothurt him, be might without all bodily perill 
bave-flajiae bum, no be would not fuffer any of bis ſervants once to 
lay their band upon Ring Saul, but pzayedro GOD inth:s wiſe , Lord,

And David ſayd furthermoze , As ſure as the Lord 
liverh, the Lord ſhall ſinite him, or his day ſhall come to die, or he ſhall de- 
ſcend or go dow ne into battaile, and there periſh : The Lord keep me from 
laying my hands upon the Lords anoynted. But take thou now the 
ſpeare that is at his head, and the cruſe of water, and ler us go: and ſo 
he did. pere is ebidently pꝛobed, that we may not withſtand naꝝ in any 
wiſe burt an anoynted Ring, wbith is GODS Lie vetenant, Nite gerent, 
and highel Dinider in that Country where he is Ring.

given in the old Ceſtament of GD D the Father by his ſervant Moſes, 
and make it of full ũrength, continually to remaine among the pzofel- 
ſours of bis Name in the new Law: but he alſo — 2 grole 
interpꝛetation ot the Scribes and Phariſees, which taught the foze- 
ſayd Commandement onely required to abſtaine from the outward adul- 
tery, and not from the vlthy deſires and unpure luſis,) teacherb 
us aneract and full perfection of purity and cleannefſe of life, both tu kirpe 
dur bodies undetiled, and our hearts pure, and frir from all e bill thoughts, 
carnall deſires, and fleſþlp conſents: Þow can wir then be frie from this 
Commandement, where ſo great charge is layduponus? Pap a ſervant 
doe what be will in any thing, baving commandement of is mafter to the 
contrary ? Js not Chi our Paſter? Are not wir bis ſervants? Þow 
then may we neglect our Malers will and pleaſure, and follow our owne 
will and fantafie : Ye are my friends (ſayth Chꝛiſt) if you keepe thoſe 
things that I command you.

Matthew wie read, that the Scribes and Phariſees were —— of- 
fended with Chziff, becauſe his Diſciples did not keepe the traditionof 
the fozefathers, fa they waſhednot their hands when they went to din 
ner oꝛ ſupper : And among other things, Chiiſt anſwered,and ſaid, Heare 
and underſtand , Not that thing which entrech into the mouth defileth the 
man, but that which commeth out of the mouth deſileth the man. 
thoſe things which proceed out of the mouth, come forth from the heart, 
and they deſile the man. For out of the heart proceed evill thoughts, 
murthers, breaking of wedlocke, whoredome, thefts , falſe witneſſe, 
blaſphemies: theſe are the things which defile a man. Pere map wir ſir 
that not onely murther, theft, falſe witneſte, and blaſpbemy, defile men, 
but alſo ebill thoughts, bzeaking of wedlocke , fozmucation , and whoze- 
dome.

And what 
is the reward of ſinne, but everlaſting death? Jf whozebome be unne, 
then it is notlawfull foz us to commit it. Foz S. John ſayth, He that 
committeth ſinne ĩs of the divell. nd our Saviour ſayth, Every one 
that committeth ſinne, is the ſervant of ſinne. It whozebome bad not 
bene n, ſurely Saint John Baptiſt would never bave rebuked Ring 
Herad fog taking bis bzothers Wife, but betolo him plainely, that it 
was not lawfull foz bim to tate bis bzotbersTUife, Me winked not at 
the whoꝛedome of Herod, although he were a Ring of power, but bold 
ly rep2oved him fo his wicked any abominable libing, although foztbe 
lame be loſt his head. But be would rather ſuffer death ( than ſo S OD 
ſodiſhonoured by the bzeaking of bis holy pzecept and Commandement) 
than to ſuffer whoꝛedome to be unrebuked, eben in a Ring, It wbozedome 
had birne but a paſtime, adalliance, and nat to be paſſed ot, (as many 
count it now a dapes ) truely John hab bene moze than twice mad, if be 
would bave bad the diſpleaſure of a Ring, if hee would babe berne ta 
in pꝛilon, and lod his bead foz a trifle, But John knew right well hew 
filrhy, and Cinking, and abominable the ſinne of whozedome is in the 
ugbt ol & D D, therefoze would not he leave it unrebuked, no not ina 
King : It whozedome be not lawfull in a Ring, neither is it lawfull 
in a Subject, It whoꝛedome be not lawfull in a publicke oz common of- 
ficer, neitherisitlawfullinapzivate perſon, It it be not lawfull net 
ther in Ring, noꝛ ſubject, neither m-common officer, noꝛ pꝛibate perſon, 
trucly then it is lawtull in no man noz woman of whatſoever degrir oz 
age they be. Furthermoze, in the Acts of the Apoſtles, wer read, that 
when the Apoſtles and Elders with the whole Congregation, were gatbe⸗ 
red together to pacifie the hearts of tbe faithtull, dwelling at.Antioch, 
(which were diſquieted thzougb the falſe Daurine of cerraine Jewiſh 
pꝛeachers) they ſent woꝛd to the bzethzen, that it ſomedgod to the Poly 
Gboſt, and to them, to charge them with no moze than with neceary 
things: among other, they willed them ta abſtaine from Idolatry and for- 
nication, from which (ſap 15 keepe your ſelves, ye ſhall doe well. 
Note bere bow theſe boly and d Fathers of Chziſts Church, would 
charge the congregation with no moze things than were neteſſury. Marke 
alſo bow among thoſe things, from the which they commanded the bze- 
thꝛen of Antioch to abſlaine. fozmication and whoꝛedome are numbzed. Jt 
is there loꝛe neceſſary, by the determination and conſent of the holy Gboſt, 
and the Apoſtles and Elders, with the whole Congregation, that as from 
idolatry and ſuperſtition, ſolikewiſe we muſt abſtaine from fozmcation 


and whozedome. It is neteſſary unto ſalvation to abſtaine from idala- 
try: Sois it to abſtaine from whozedome, Js there any nigber way ta 
leadunto damnation, then to be an idolater ? No. Evenſo, *

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there any nirrer way to damnation, than to be a fonitatoꝛ and a whoze- 
monger. Now where are thoſe people which ſo ligbtly eſlirme bꝛeakin 
of wedlocke, whozedome,foznicarion,and adultery? It is neceſarysſai 
the Poly Gboſt,the bleed Apoſtles, thc Elders-withrhe whole Congrega- 
tion of Chxit.tt isneceCary toſalvarion (ſay they)to abſtame from whboze- 
dome. It it be neteſſary unto ſalvation, then woe be to them which neg- 
lecting their ſalvation, give their minds to ſo filthy and finking un, to lo 
wicked vice, and ſuch deteſlable abominaticr,

The ſecond part of the Sermon againſt 
Adultery. 


U bave bene taught in the fr(t- part of this Sermon 
againſt Adultery , how that vice at this day reigneth 
moſt above all cther vices, and what is meant by this 
wozd (adultery) and how poly Scripture diCwadeth 
02 diſceunſelleth from doing that filrby unne, and finally 
what cozruption commeth to mans ſoule thzough the fin 
of Wultery.

(Uhat godly woꝛds 
doth the bleſſed Apoſtle S. Paul bzing fozth here to diſwade and diſcounſell 
us from whozedome apd all uncleannes? Your members (ſaithhe) are 
the Temples of the holy Ghoſt, which whoſoever doth dete, GOD 
will deſtroy him, as ſaith S. Paul. It we be the Temple of the Þdlp 
Ghoſt, bow unfitting then is it, todzive the Þoly Spirit from us thꝛougb 
whozedome , and in his place to ſet the wicked ſpirits of uncleannele 
and fozrucation , and to be joyned, and doe ſervice tothem ? Ye are deare- 
ly bought (ſaith he) therefore gloriſie G O D in your bodies, Chꝛiſt that 
innocent Lambe of GOD, bath bought us from the ſervitude of the 
divell , not with cozruptible gold and lber, but wtih bis pꝛetious and 
deare heart bid. To what intent? That we ſhould fall againe into our 
old untleannege, and abominable living? Nay, verily: but that we 
Gould ſerve him all the dayes of our life , in bolinee and righteouſneſſe , 
that we ſhould glozifie him in our bodies, by purity and cleannefe of life. 
be declareth allo, that our bodies are the members of Chai : how un 
ſermly a thing is it then, toceaſe to be incozpozate oz imbodied, and made 
one with Cbꝛiſt, and thzough whozedome to be enjoyned and made all 
one with a whoze ? what greater diſhonour oz injury can we doe toChzift, 
then to take away from him the members of his body, and to joyne them 
to whozes , dibels, and wicked ſpirits. And what moze diſhonour 
can we doe to dur ſelves, then th uncleannefle to loſe ſo excellent a 
dignity and frirdome, and to become s and miſerable captives 
tothe {piritsof darknee? Let us therefoze conſider, fir 58 84 
Cbꝛiſt, thendur eſlate, our dignity, and frirdome wherein GDD bath 
let us, by gibing us bis Þdlp Spirit, and let us vali antly defend the 
ſame again and all his crafty aſraults , that Cbꝛiũ may be ho 
noured, and that we loſe not our liberty oz freedome, but ill remains 
in one ſpirit with bum. 

MDozeover, in his Epilile to the Epheſians , the bleed Apoſſle willeth 
us to be ſo pure, and free from adultery , foznication, and all uncleannedſe, 
that we not once name them among us (as it becommeth Saints) noz 
vlthines, noꝛ fooliſh talking, noz jeſting, which are not tumely: but ra- 
ther giving of thankes : For this ye know Laith he) that no whoremonger , 
neither uncleane perſon, or covetous perſon (which is an idolater) hath a- 
ny inheritance in theKingdome of Chriſt, and of GOD, And that we 
Gouldremember to be boly, pure, and free from all uncleannefie, the holy 
Apoffle calledus Saints, becauſe we are ſanctived, and made holy by the 
blood of Chzift, thꝛougb the boly Shot. | 

Now if we be Saints, what have we to doe with the manners of the 
Þeathen? S. Peter ſaith , As he which calleth you is holy, even fo be 
ye holy alſo in your converſation ; becauſe it is written , be ye holy, for 
am holy. Þitherto have we heard hom grievous a inne fozmication and 
whozedome is, and bow greatly GOD doth abbœre it thzou 
the whole Scripture ? pow can it anyotherwiſe he, then a unne of moſt

And when the law that kordad whozedome, was g 
ven by Moſes tothe Jewes . did nor SD tommand that the bzeakers 
thereof ſhould be put to death? Che wozds's{-rhe Law be theſe : Who 
ſo tommitteth adultery with any mans wife, thall dye the death, both the 
man and the woman: i becauſe be hath bzvken wedlockt with big/neigh- 
bours'wife, In the Law alſoitwas commanded, that adamoſell anda 
man taken together in whozedome , ſhould be both lone d to death. In 
another plate we ulſo read, that & O D commanded Moſes to take all 
the bead Rulers, and Pꝛintes ol the peuple and to bang them upon gib 
bets openly, that every man might foe them. becauſe they either commae- 
ted oꝛ bid not punich whozedome.' Againe , did not & O D ſend ſucha 
plague among the people foz foꝛnitation ard untle anneũie that they byed 
in one Day; thetr and twenty thouſand? J paſſe ober foz lack of time, ma- 
ny other Hiſtoꝛies of the holy Bible , which detlare the grievous benge 
ance and heavy drſpleaſure of SO D again wbozemongers and alul- 
terers. Certes this extreame puniſhtmnent appaunted of GD D, ſhewerb 
evidently bow greatly S O D batethwhozedome; And let us not doubt, 
but that GOD at this pꝛeſent abbozrethall manner of uncleannefle;:no 
leſle then he did in the old law, and will undoubtedlypum#h it, both in 
this wozld, and in the wozld to come. Foꝝ he is a O D that can abide 
no wickedneue: therefoze ought it to be eſthewed of all that tender the 
glozy of & D, and the ſalvation of tbeit owne ſoules. i 
Saint Pau' ſaith, Al theſe things are wꝛitten fo2 our example, and to 
teach us the feare of GOD , and the obedience to bis holy Law. F 
GD D ſparednot the naturall bꝛancbhes, neitter will be us that be 
but grafrs , if we commtt lite offeice. It GD D deſtroyed many thaw 
ſands cf people, many Cities, yea,the whole wozld foz whozedomie,letus 
not latter ourſelves, and thinke we ſhall eſcape free, and without punith- 
ment. Foz be bath pzomiſed in bis boly Lam, to ſend moſt grievous 
plagues upon them that tranſqrefſe, oz bzeak bis boly Commandements, 
Thus habe we heard bowG© D punitheth the anne of adultery : let us 
now beare certainelawes, which the civill Haguſtrates deviſed in their 
Countries, foz the puniſhment thereof ; that we may learne bow un 


clearmeũe bath ever been deteſted in all well oꝛdꝛed - 
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wealths, and among all boneſt perſons. The Law among the Leprejans 
was this , that when any were taken inadultery, | 
carried thzee dayes thzough the City,and afterward as long as they liued 


they were bound, and Lc deviſed 


were they del piled, and with hame and confuſion, counted as perſons «boredom: 


boyd of all honeſty. Amongthe Locrenſians, the adulterers habe both 
theireyesrb2uſt out. The Romans in times paſt , puniſhed whozedome; 
ſometimes by fire, ſometimes by ſwoꝛd. It any man among the Egyprians 
bad been taken madultery, the law was, that be ſhould openly in the pꝛe · 
ſence of all the people be ſcourgednaked with whippes, unto the number 
of a thouſandfripes ; the woman that was taken with him had ber noſe 
cut off , whereby ſhe was knowne ever after to be a whoze , and therefoze 
to be abbozredof all men. Among the Arabians, they that were taken in 
adulterp, had their beads ſtricken from their bodies. The Athenians pw 
niſhed whozedome by death in like manner, So likewiſe did the barba- 
rous Tarcarians, Among the Turkes, even at this day, they that be taken 
inadultery, both man and woman, are ſtoned ſtrai to beath with- 
out mercy. Thus we ſee what godly aus were deviſed in times paſt of 
the high powers, foz the putting away of whozedome , and foz the main- 
taining of boly Batrimony oz wedlock , and pure converſation. And 
the autbozs of theſe aus were no Chziſhans , but the Þearhen : 
were they ſo inflamed with the lobe of and pureneſſe of life, 
foz the maintenance , andconſerbation oz kirping up at that, they made 


godly Statutes , ſuffering neither foznication oz adultery to raigne in 
their Realmes unpumſhed, Chat ſaid tothe people, -The Ninevites 
thall riſe at the judgment with this Nation (meaning the unfaithfuſf — 


Jewes) and thall condemn them: foz they repented at the pꝛeathing 
Jonas, but behold (ſaith be) a | 
ſelfe) and yet they repent nor. not ( — likewiſe the Lo- 
crenhans, Arabians, Athenians, with ſuch other, riſe up in the judgment. 
and condemne us, lo as much as they ceaſedfrom whozedome at the 
commandement of man; and we have the Law, andmanifeſt pzecepts, 
and Commandementsof GOD, and yet fozſake we not our ulthy con- 
berſation? Truly, truly, it hall be eaſier at the day of judgment to tbeſe 
Þeathen , then tous, except we repent and amend, Foz though death of 
body ſermeth tous a grie bous puniſhmentin this wozld, fo whozedome : 
pet is that paine nothing in compariſon of the grievous tozments which 
adulterers, foznicatozs, and all untlean perſons tall ſuffer after this life, 
Foz alll ſuch ſhall be excluded, and ſhut out of the kingdome of Þeaven , as

It we tremble and hake at the bearing and 
naming of theſe paines, Db what thall they doe that ſhall ferle them, that 
ſhall ſuffer them, yea, and eber ſhall ſuffer, wozlds witbour end GOD 
habe mercy upon us. Who is now ſo dzowned in unne, and paſt all god 
linecce, that he will ſet moze by filthy and Cinking pleaſure / which ſoone 
paſceth away) then by the loſe of everlaſting glozy ? Againe, who will ſo 
give himſelle to the luſts of the fie, that be feareth nothing at all the 
paine of Hell ure? But let us beare bow we may eſchew tbe finne of 
whozebome and adultery, that we may walke in the feare of GOD, and 
be free from thoſe mo gricuous and intolerable taꝛments, which abide 
all uncleane perſons. Now, toavoydfoznication , adulterp, and all un- 
tleanneſſe, let us p2obide, that above all things we may ke pe cur hearts 
pure and cleane from all evill thoughts and carnall luts : foz if that be 
once infened and cozrupt , we fall beavlong into all kind of ungodli⸗ 
nee. Thisthall we eauly doe, if when we kerle inwardly, that Sarban 
our old enemy tempteth us unto whozedome , we by no meanes conſent 
to bis crafty ſuggeſlions, but valiantly refit and withtand him by 
firong faith in the Wozdof GDD, alledging againſt bim alwayes in 
gur beart , this commandement of GOD: ; Scriprum eſt, Non mœ- 
chaberis, It is wzitten, Thou ſhalt not commit whozedome. It ſhall 
be good alſo fo us, ever to libe in the feare of G D D, and to ſer be- 
foze dux eyes the grie baus thzeatmings of GOD again all ungodly un- 
ners; and to conſider in our minds, bow:filrby , beaſfly, anb hut that 
pleaſure is, whereuntq Sathan continually Mrreth and moveth us:

And here are all degrirs to be moniſhed, whether they be married oz 
unmarried, to lobe chaſtity and cleannege ot life. Foz the married are 
bound by the Law of GD D ſo purely co lobe one another, that neither 
of them ſerke any ſtrange lobe; The man muſt only cleave. to his wike, 
and rhe wife againe only to ber husband: they muſt ſodeligbt one in an 
others company, that none of them tobet any other. And as they are 
bound thus ro live together in all god{inefe and honeſly, ſo like wiſe it is 
tbeir duty, bertuoufly to dꝛing up tbeir childzen, and pzcbube that they 
fall not into Sat hans ſnare , noz into any uncleanneſſe; but that they 
come pure and boneſt unto holy wedlocke, when time requireth, So 
likewiſe ought all Paſters and Rulers to pzovide that no woe ame, 
noꝛ any point of uncleanneſſe be uſed among their ſervants.

Foz we read, that 
many boly men of good zeale, habe ſharpely and fiercely both ſpoken, and 
anſweredtyrants and ebill men: which ſhar pe wozds tame not of anger, 
rancour, o2 malice, oz deſire of vengeance, but ofa ferbentdefire to bing 
them to the true knowledge of GD D, and from ungodly nor þ byan 
earneſt and ſharpe rebuke, and chiding.

This zeale hath bern ſo fervent in ma- 
ny good men, that it hath ſlirred them, not only to ſpeake bitter and ea- 
woꝛds, but alſo to doe things which might ſerme to ſome to be cruell, 
inderd they be very juſt, charit able and godly, becauſe they were 
not done of ire, malice, oz contentious mind, but of a fervent mind co the 
glozy of O D, and the cozrection of anne, exetuted by men called to that 
office.
